“Accidents don't just happen, 
they are caused,” the Safety 
Council President stated. “Elmi- 
nate the cause and you will elim: 
mate most accidents. Do not wait 
until you have plowed your car 
ito an innocent victim to slow 
down or replace a worn out tire, 
or fix faulty brakes. Do it be- 
fore your Fourth o July weekend 
trip.” 

“The Mississippi Highway Pa- 
trol,” he said, “reports the chief 
causes of automobile accidents 
are excessive speed, failing to 
yield right of way, driving 
while intoxicated and just plain 
carelessness. There is a cause 
behind every accidental drown- 
ing. Swimming to soon after eat- 
ing, swimming too far from 
shore, swimming alone, pranking 
around in a boat. These are all 
cause of drownings and should 
be avoided.” 

Underwood stated, “the M 
sissippi Safety Council believes 
there are 2 basic needs in Mis- 
sissippi to begin a downward 
trend in accidental injury and 
death. The first is more and 
better law enforcement throush 
improved safety laws and in- 
creased law enforcement facili- 
ties both on a state and local 
level” The second basic need.” 
he said, “is for a better inform- 
ed public, aware of opportunities 
to eliminate the cause of acci- 
dents of all types.”
